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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United Slates only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nukushina. 

As per claims 1-4, Nukushina discloses an inverter control arrangement for a brushless 
motor comprising inverter circuit 5, current detecting means 4, three phase wiring, wherein the 
current detecting means is a single detecting means also used to judge the rotational position of 
the rotor based on detected current of the stator winding (see Abstract, line 15-17 regarding using 
a single current detecting element); the voltage being switched by three-phase modulation 
(Figures 2, 4, 5, etc.); and adding/subtracting current feeding time in each phase of the stator 
windings (Figures 2 and 4-6). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 5-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nukushina in 
view of Shibuya. 

As per claims 5-12, Nukushina does not specifically teach the inverter device being 
adapted for a vehicle or the motor being a driving source for a compressor. However, the 
concept of using inverter driven brushless motors to drive vehicle air conditioning compressors 
in old and well known in the art, as taught by Shibuya (see for example column 3, lines 38-55 
and column 4, lines 36-37). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to apply the inverter device of Nukushina to a vehicle compressor 
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control such as that of Shibuya, for the purpose of efficiently controlling the driving of the 
compressor drive motor since this is simply a particular application of the basic inverter controls 
which would have been an obvious matter involving predictable results. 

Claims 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shibuya in 
view of Nukushina and further in view of Higashiyama. 

As per claims 13-16, neither Nukushina not Shibuya teach the concept of using 
refrigerant to cool the inverter device. However, such cooling is old and known in the art as 
taught by Higashiyama. Higashiyama teaches refrigerant within the compressor suction pipe 
cooling inverter device 22, the inverter device being disposed beneath the suction pipe (below 
the section of pipe that enters electric motor 21 as shown in Figure 2), and disposed between the 
suction pipe and the compressor (between the piping leading from the evaporator and going to 
the compressor).
